The United States Steel Corpora- 
ton, its subsidiaries and officers are 
required by the order issued. by Judge

why they should not be restrained 
from destroying the evidence desired 
by the government in its suit. The 
government's petition charges that 
the thousands of letters already de- 
stroyed relate to the fixing and main- 
taining of prices through a pool. 

In the work of maintaining prices, 
Edward E. Jackson, the petition says, 
was employed as a central man and 
designated who should be the success- 
ful bidder on government work and 
on large private contracts.

RECORDS DESTROYED

AGREEMENT VIOLATED. 

The destroyed papers, it is said, 
were in a trunk, which was delivered 
on June 29, 1911, by United Stated 
District Attorney Wise to Charles 
MacVeagh, general solicitor of the 
United States Steel Corporation, who 
gave a written agreement, it is said, 
that he would keep the papers in his 
personal charge subject to examina- 
tion by Mr. Wise or his assistants at 
any time 

The government, through Henry E. 
Colton, special assistant to the Attor 
ney-Gereral in the dissolution suit 
against the steel corporation, began 
negotiations for these papers in con-

R. C. Bolling, assistant general so- 
licitar of the steel corporation, in- 
formed Mr. Colton, it is alleged, that 
the trunk had been returned to the 
American Steel and Wire Company 
about October 1, 1911, and that all 
the papers had been destroyed by 
Frank Baackes, vice-president and 
general sales agent of the wire com- 
pany. 

The papers, it is charged in the gov. 
erument's petition, “contained mat- 
ters tending to show that J. A. Far- 
rell, formerly president of the United 
States Steel Products (export) Com- 
pany, now president of the United 
States Steel Corporation, not only 
knew of said unlawful pools and 
combinations described, but aided and 
in their successful opera- 

on.“ 

OTHER PAPERS IN DANGER. 

The petition avers that certain 
much-wanted documents are in dan- 
ger of destruction “because there are 
officers of the Steel corporation and 
its subsidiaries who have not yet been 
indicted for the practices which said 
papers tend to show them gullty of,” 
to wit; “Of having been involved in 
the aforesaid unlawful association, 
and also because none of the defend- 
ant companies has yet indicted 
in respect thereto.” 

The petition urges that numerous 
other papers were produced in the 
wire pool prosecution which contained 
data “tending to show the guilt of the 
American Steel and Wire Company, 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
the United States Steel Products (ex- 
port) Company, as charged in the 
said petition, as well as the fact that 
said Farrell, formerly president of the 
last named company, now president of 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
not merely was cognizant of the un- 
lawful pooling agreement entered in- 
to by the American Steel and Wire 
Company, through its officers, but also 
knowingly aided and abetted said un- 
lawful practices in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act.”

shop.” After the explosions in 1905, 
the Erectors’ Association was formed,

It appeared from the argument of 
Attorney Barstow, representing Lath- 
rop, that the latter, at the solicita- 
tion of Prof. Lowe, advanced some 
money to secure the payment of bonds 
and made advances to the People’s 
Gas and Coke Company, of which 
Lowe Was president. Lowe, however, 
struck a better bargain with T. H. 
Hayes, a mining man of Goldfield. 
Hayes entered into an agreement 
with Lowe to put up $175,000 and 
go inte the business, Hayes taking 
5000 shares of stock and two friends 
taking 2500 shares cach. 

Haves, it is alleged, became a di- 
rector of the company, and his at- 
torney and an employee also went on 
the beard, the remaining directors 
comprising the office, there being sev- 
en directors in all, 

Hayes and Lowe fell out in Octo- 
ber, 1907, and litigation and no end 

resulted, Lathrep was 


thrown out, he asserts, and Hayes 
was made president. From that time 
on Hayes continued tn control of the 
board until June, 1909, the other di- 
rectors, aside from Hayes and his as- 
sociates, holding only one share of 
stock.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. ¢.——-William 
Roper, who coached the Princeton 
football team into the championship 
last fall, thinke that the new rules in- 
dicate a regime of “Yale football” of 
the old line-shattering type.
